0A  not  speak  with  the  voice  ot:  Canada  when  he 
MDvered  his  epoch-makinK  speech  before  the 
limpprial  Ecun<iinlc  C'dnlrrrnre.  Wliich  i.s  just 
Ataput  what  Mr,  Mackenzie  King  might  be  ex- 
pecytd  to  say,  and  we  question  whether  when  the 
former  Premier  .said  what  he  did  say.  he 
VM  speakhig  with  the  voice  ol  the  people  of 
Canada.  Certainly  If  Mr.  King  bad  been  the  Ca- 
nadian represenUitlvf  at  the  imperial  B;(  <)n(.)rTUc 
ConXerence  he  would  no^  bare  aald  what  Mr. 
Bennett  said.  «e  would  hare  made  a  epeedi;  it 

would  have  been  a  '."i'-K  -p'-  i  li  H--  ui'.doubtedly 
would  have  lauded  Uie  Canadian  Imperial  Pref- 
erence and  pointed  with  pride  to  the  mamlou* 
effect  that  preference  hart  upon  the  business 
relations  between  the  dlXferent  parU  ol  the 
Empire  and  the  wondrous  effiet  It  had  vpan 
the  unity  of  the  Empire.  Well,  the  time  appears 
to  have  coriie  to  teU  the  troth  about  the  qrstem 
of  Imperial  preferential  trade,  which  waa  con- 
eelTOd  to  the  womb  of  the  Laurler  Ooremment 
apd  ushered  forth  by  the  late  Hon.  W.  8.  Pleld- 
tag.  Minuter  of  Finance  in  the  Laurler  Oovern- 
ment.  The  Imperial  Preferrnce  was  largely  a 
delusion  and  a  abam,  certainly  it  was  never  any- 
thing more  than  an  unlmpreselTe  feature  as  far 
as  the  promotion  of  trade  between  Great  Britain 
and  Canada  was  concerned,  and  Instead  ol  draw- 
taf  the  bonds  of  Empire  closer  aad  tighter,  under 
it  the  bonds  of  Empire  have  been  getting  looser 
and  weaker.  Whatever  growth  there  has  been 
IB  the  tnde  of  Canada  during  the  twenty  odd 
years  the  preforenro  was  In  effect  was 
not  a  growth  in  the  Uade  between  Canada  and 
Great  BrlUIn:  H  waa  a  growth  hi  th»  trade 
between  Canada  and  the  United  States,  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  benefit  from  the  growth  of 
that  trade  has  gone  to  the  United  Stotes. 

Mr.  Bennett,  when  he  Issued  his  clarion  call 
to  the  people  of  aU  the  Empire,  may  not  have 
spoken  with  the  voice  of  all  the  people  of  Can- 
ada, but  we  are  sure  ho  spoke  with  the  voice  of 
a  large  majmrity  of  the  people  of  Canada.  At 
any  rate',  he  was  elected  to  speak  before  the 
Conference.  Mr.  King  was  rejected  by  the  elec- 
tors and  was  deprived  of  the  privilege,  which  he 
would  have  enjoyed  mightily,  of  speaking  before 
the  Conf  ■  -  Mr.  Bennett  has  bc?n  hailed 
In  Great  Britain  as  the  leader  who  has  been 
raised  up  at  a  critical  time  to  manftial  the  forces 
of  the  Empire  for  a  new  political  and  economical 
cnuade.  Mr.  King  was  never  a  leader  In  an];, 
norement.  As  a  Canadian  he  had  but  one  idea 
in  his  head.  That  wa.s  an  idea  of  unrestricted 
trade  relations  with  the  United  States;  but  he 
had  not  the  courage  to  act  in  aeeordanee  with 
his  Idea.  And  even  the  Idea  was  not  nrlRlnal; 
it  was  an  inheritance  from  preceding  Liberal 
leaders  and  admlnistratlonB.  When  all  hope  of 
closer  trade  rolations  v/ith  the  United  .States  had 
to  be  abandoned  because  ol  the  extreme  protec- 
tloolst  policy  of  succeeding  American  adnilnls- 
tratlons,  and  when  the  Hawley-Smoot  tariff  bill 
delhrered  a  final  telling  blow  at  the  trade  ol 
Oaaada,  the  Ktag  Oorehiment  had  nothing  to 

suggest  for  the  rellrf  of  the  dcprrs.srd  trade  of 
this  country.  Ol  course  there  were  boom  myste- 
rkms  hints  at  an  increase  of  the  Britl^  Prefer- 
ence, a.s  thouRh  tlicrr  wvio  .sonir  :;ubtlo  vlrtiit- 
In  a  policy  which  was  largely  a  sham  and  wholly 
a  huahuff.  Efhi  the  liberu  friehdi  hi  €hrcat 
Britain  of  the  King  Government  scoffed  and 
iistsd  at  the  preference  and  declared  that  it 
was  a  preference  merely  In  terms  set  forth  upon 
paper.  If  that  policy  that  was  of  no  value  to 
Great  Britain  and  Just  as  little  value  to  Canada, 
what  purpose  eo<ild  be  achiered  by  Increastaig  ItT 
Preference  in  buMntss  to  be  of  any  value  must 
be  mutual.  The  Prwnler  of  Canada  has  sug-; 
gested  to  the  Oovemment  of  Great  Britain  and 
to  the  governments  of  all  tht  Britl.sh  Common- 
wealths and  dependencies  the  adoption  ol  a 
pettey  of  mutual  pr^erenees.  Mr.  BannAt  also 
has  candidly  and  fearlessly  decljtred  that  If  Im- 
perial Preferences  are  not  made  mutual,  the  Ca- 
aadiaii  preference  might  as  wen  be  abolished 
British  public  men  and  newspaprr.s  have  de- 
clared that  the  Empire  has  reached  a  critical 
stage  hi  Its  history.  That  erlsto  was  not  created 
by  Mr.  Bennett.  It  was  created  by  world  condi- 
tions. Apparently  no  British  leader  had  tbo 
oovrage  to  face  the  facU  and  slate  them.  That 
is  why  the  frarlr.ss  ."<pcech  of  Mr.  Bennett,  which 
has  also  been  described  as  an  audacious  speech, 
his  pfoduced  a  seasaUon  In  Great  Britain  and 
awttod  oononent  throughout  the  world.

Mr  Swoetman.  who  noW  UvtS  at 
Red  Lodge,  Mont.,  trant  to  work  for 
the  railway  company  In  February, 
1870.  wtMn  the  fliat  eaeaTatkm  for 
the  roadbed  was  made.  one>half  mile 
west  of  the  pre.sent  station  of  Carl- 
ton, near  Diiluth,  Minn.  He  par- 
ticipated In  a  celebration  at  that 
time  marking  the  beginning  ot  con- 
struction of  the  Northern  PacUlc 
Railroad  .'^^ystem  sixty  years  ago. 
The  first  rails  were  shipped  from 
Duluth.  A  few  miles  of  track  were 
lafd  In  the  Spring  of  that  year.

DcsplLo  llie  severity  of  yesterday '.s 
decline,  I  believe  that  what  addi- 
tional liquidation  we  see  will  be  con- 
tinue to  be  kept  from  assuming  a 
dlaorderly  character,  but  must  re- 
peat the  thought  that  orderlinees.

K  la  only 
natural  that  producers  there  should 
be  feeling  the  full  benefits  of  aiiy 
strength  which  the  market  Is  show- 
ing. 

"On  Uie  Prairies  conditions  have 
been  more  or  less  at  a  standstill. 
Very  few  price  changes  have  been 
recorded,  although  there  have  been 
some  minor  upward  rerisloaa.  There 
are  very  few  Prataria  dtloa  irt^  are 
using  storage  eggs  in  any  voliune 
yet. 

"Ontario  piroduction  Is  holding  up 
eweptionally  well  for  the  season, 
and  11  probably  i.s  thU  fad  which  is 
responsible  for  tlie  fact  that  fresh 
eggs  are  still  continuing  to  supply 
the  bulk  of  requirements  on  the 
l.'irger  Eastem  consuming  centres. 
There  are  indications,  however,  that 
fresh  production  in  Ontuto  Is  stort- 
ing to  drop  off.  partloolarly  the 
higher  grades.  The  Toronto  market 
has  worked  firmer  during  the  week, 
but  whether  this  Is  due  to  a  scarcity 
of  Ontario  eggs  is  not  evident.  It 
is  quite  probable  that  the  advances 
at  Toronto  have  been  made  neces- 
sary by  the  higher  values  which 
liave  been  prevailing  at  Montreal, 
and  that  the  latter  market  is  at- 
tracUng  a  larger  piupcrWou  af  the 
Ontrlo  prdouctlon. 

"Maritime  markets  have  shown 
some  additional  firmness  during 
the  week,  and  higher  values  are  re- 
ported from  all  principal  markets 
in  that  section.  Local  production 
In  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick, 
particularly  the  former  province,  is 
at  a  low  ebb,  and  both  Balnt  John 
and  Halifax  ara  brtnginc  supplies 
freehr  from  Prinea  Bdward  Iskind. 
Proouetlon  in  that  province  is  also 
down,  but  there  is  still  a  consider- 
able voliiinc  for  shipment  to  other 
provinces  An  Interesting  report 
from  Halifax  this  week  states  that 
a  small  export  shipment  was  made 
from  that  pdnt  to  BenBuda."

The  che.'»t,  sputum,  X-ray.  examl' 
nation  would  seem  to  ^  how  that  the 
patient  has  very  little,  If  any.  tuber 
culosls  Irif'f  tiori   nnd  yet  the  tem 
perature  -  '    i  above  normal 

Dr.  J.  C.  liiyani  reports  the  examl 
nation  of  more  than  3,000  patients, 
and  says  that  practically  all  of  them 
required  attention  for  their  teeth 
Infection  was  found  In  from  one  to
